No. 120II/9/2004-BCC. — The Government of India, vide the Ministry of 
Personnel, Public Grievances and Pension (Department of Personnel & Training) OM 
No.36012/22/93-Estt. (SCT) dated the 8 th September, 1993 have reserved 27% of 
vacancies in Civil Posts and Services under the Central Government, to be filled through 
direct recruitment in favour of the Other Backward Classs (OBCs). 


2. The National Commission for Backward Classes (NCBC) was set up as per the 
provisions of the NCBC Act, 1993 to entertain, examine and recommend upon the 
requests for inclusion and complaints of over-inclusion and under-inclusion in the 
Central Lists of OBCs. 


3. The Common Central List of OBCs in respect of 26 States/UTs were notified vide 
Ministry of Welfare Resolution No.l2011/68/93-BCC (c) dated the 10 th September, 
1993; No. 12011/9/1994-BCC dated the 19 th October, 1994 ; No. 12011/7/1995-BCC 
dated the 24 th May, 1995 ; No. 12011/99/94-BCC dated the 11 th December, 1997. The 
said lists were modified on the basis of the recommendations of the NCBC and notified 
from time to time vide Resolutions No.l2011/96/94-BCC dated the 9 111 March, 1996 , 
No. 12011/44/96-BCC dated the 6 th December, 1996 ; No. 12011/13/97-BCC dated the 3 rd 
December, 1997 ; No. 12011/68/98-BCC dated the 27 th October, 1999 ; No. 12011/88/99- 
BCC dated the 6 th December, 1999 , No.12011/36/99-BCC dated the 4 th April, 2000 ; 
No. 12011/44/99-BCC dated the 21 st September, 2000 ; No.l2015/9/2000-BCC dated the 
6 th September, 2001 ; No. 12011/1/2001-BCC dated the 19 th June, 2003 and 
No. 12011/4/2002-BCC dated 13 th January, 2004. 


4. The NCBC have subsequently recommended castes/communities (including sub¬ 
castes/synonyms) for inclusion/amendment in the Central Lists of OBCs in respect ot 
Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, NCT of Delhi, Goa, Gujarat, Karnataka, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra, Orissa, Pondicherry and Uttar Pradesh.
